the kit Lip ; the Middle of the other fide is finooth, 
the top fomewhat Warted, but at the lower part which 
is near the Middle of the Shellis one very confpicu- 
ous Ridge, attended underneath with a fmaller, by theft 
a dead Shell may be eafily known.
